Far exceeding the welcome, or lack of 
it, for Nikita Khrushchev in New York 
is the bad news for Russia in the United 
Nations. 

Khrushchev came to the U.N. to win 
votes for the Communist bloc. While he 
was still at sea the Afro-Asian nations 
came out against his position in the 


This is a stroke of luck for the West. 
It justifies the faith we have placed in 
the U.N. The United States is on the 
same side as the Afro-Asian countries 
for a change, favoring U.N. handling of 
the Congo mess. Russia has lost sympathy 
by trying to go it alone in Africa. 
Khrushchev is too wily to let the 
United States keep this advantage with- 
out a contest.

Khrushchev will praise peace and ex- 
tol disarmament. So should we. 

If he wants serious negotiations, he 
should have them. 

Just as the absence of welcome for 
Khrushchev in New York should stop 
short of discourtesy, so should our pru- 
dent questioning of his U.N. motives skirt 
the appearance of obstructive suspicion. 
A distribution of weights in the world 
power balance is in progress. We have 
the edge and must hold it.

It’s back to classes this week for 
Georgia colleges and universities, with 
enrollment expected to exceed 36,000 stu- 
dents. The larger schools reportedly are 
booked to capacity, with scores having 
been turned away. 

The University of Georgia at Athens 
expects an enrollment of more than 7,- 
000, heaviest since the GI influx of 1948. 
With a dormitory building program now 
in progress, the Athens institution will 
have space for an additional thousand 
students next year. 

Enrollment pressures have resulted in 
further tightening of admission require- 
ments. This will have one good effect in 
improving the quality of student bodies 
but it eliminates some potentially good 
students whose high school backgrounds 
are inadequate through no fault of their 
own. 

Meanwhile the University System 
Board of Regents has approved a new 
$12,500,000 building program for units 
of the system. It includes a coliseum and 
new pharmacy building at Athens, a 
chemical and ceramics building and the 
atomic reactor project at Georgia Tech. 
Other units of the system also share in 
the outlay. 

The number of Georgians seeking 
higher education will continue to increase 
in the years ahead. That is good. But to 
provide the facilities and faculties the 
increase requires will be a growing prob- 
lem for state-supported as well as pri- 
vate institutions.

The Panama Decision

President Eisenhower acted wisely 
when he ordered Panama’s flag to be 
flown with the American flag over the 
Canal Zone. 

The Pentagon objected. But the Presi- 
dent showed sense in siding with the 
State Department and making the con- 
cession to Panamanian pride. 

Instead of waiting until a new round 
of bloody rioting forced the United States 
further into an intractable bossiness, Mr. 
Eisenhower took advantage of a quiet pe- 
riod when the pressure is off to pay this 
nation’s respect to Panama’s aspirations. 

It can hardly damage the American 
national honor or compromise this coun- 
try’s rights in Panama for us to make this 
friendly concession to a smaller nation’s 
sensibilities. - 

Rather the United States is strength- 
ened in its foreign policy by this volun- 
tary action, and by the timing of it. Too 
often we have loafed between crises and 
then been forced to improvise under 
pressure.

FOUGHT MUSICAL BENT 
While there, Lanier wrote: 


“T’m more than all perplexed 
by this fact, that the prime in- 
clination, that is, natural bent 
(which I have checked, though) 
of my nature is to music, and 
for that I have the greatest tal- 
ent: .. . But I cannot bring my- 
self to believe that I was intended 
for a musician, because it seems 
so small a business in compari- 
son with other things which, it} 
seems to me, I ought to do. Ques- | 
tion here, What is the province | 
of music in the economy of the 
world?”’ | 


In Macon and at Oglethorpe, 
music and poetry weren't much 
more than gentlemanly pastimes. 
Which, after all, isn’t very odd— 
they’ are hardly more than that | 
today in most parts. 


Lanier was graduated from Og- 
lethorpe at the age of 18 with the 
highest honors in his class. He' 
was still telling himself that mu-| 
sic was no profession for a nor- 
mal young man. The next year 
he was a tutor at Oglethorpe, and 
then the war came. 


A PRISONER OF WAR | 

Sidney Lanier and his younger | 
brother Clifford joined the Macon 
Volunteers and marched to Vir- 
ginia. The war was a romantic 
business at first. At Burwell’s Bay 
he met a young woman named 
Virginia Hawkins. They read po-' 
etry to each other.

In spare moments he worked 
on “Tiger-Lilies,”’ his only novel. 

The romance ended abruptly. | 
In August, 1864, he was captured | 
and sent to the federal prison at | 
Point Lookout, Md. (Poet Father | 
Tabb was in the same prison. ) 


In February, 1865, after his re- 
lease, Lanier walked all the way 
back to Macon. When he got 
there, he was near death. He was 
in bed for six weeks that spring 
and, as he began to improve, his 
mother died from tuberculosis. 


NOVEL PUBLISHED 


From 1865 until 1873 Lanier 
tried one climate after another. 
None was any good for very long. 
He went first to Mobile Bay, later 
to the Georgia hill country and, 
in 1872, to San Antonio, Texas. 


For a while, with his customary 
diligence, Lanier worked at be- 
coming a lawyer. That was 1868. 
His mind was beginning to soar. 
He would stand sometimes at the 
window of his father’s law office, 
looking down a back alley, won- 
dering if there would ever be any 
time to write poetry. 


In 1867 things had looked up 
for a while. His novel had been 
published and he had accepted a 
teaching job in Prattville, Ala. 
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a sensitive youth, 


appointed lecturer at Johns 


kins. 

So, now he was ready to begin. 
There would be time for study, 
time for writing. But his time 
was already spent — he barely 
made it through his second year 
at Johns Hopkins. 


During the Baltimore years, 
nier had continued to tra in 
off seasons in search for health. 


That’s how he came to be in 
Lynn, N.C., in the September of 
1881. It was his last chance. 


On the day of his death, he 
spent almost four hours watching 
the sunrise. Thus, the appropri- 
ate epitaph on his tombstone in 
Baltimore: 


I am lit with the sun. 
It is taken from “Sunrise,” 
his last poem. 


“Sunrise,”” written in Balti- 
more shortly before Lanier’s fi- 
nal collapse, is thought by some 
critics to be his finest work.

Here in the valleys of Hall.” 
THEORY STILL STANDS 


This is the best example of what | 
Lanier meant when he said, in| 
The Science of English Verse, | 
that music and poetry were di-| 
vergent forms of the same art. 


He had tried to prove that 
poetry — true poetry — is gov- 
erned by the same laws of har- 
mony that govern music. 


Critics have often repudiated 
Lanier’s theories; none has prov- 


en him wrong.

“Here we were ordered to lie 
flat down on ground, as every 
shell to be hunting for 
us, as they came lower and lower. 
. . « About one hundred yards 
from where we were in the old 
pine field was a piece of cleared 
land about one hundred yards 
wide inclining toward the east. At 
the lower side of this strip of land 
was a good set of entrenchments, 
with no soldiers in them, and the 
plan was to fill up this vacancy 
with our command. On double- 
quicking through this open space 
into the works, we lost five men, 
killed outright, and several 
wounded, and about the same 
ratio throughout the regiment.” 
CANNONS BLASTING 

To their left was a battery of 
four or more cannons worked by 
Captain Francis De Gress of Il- 
linois, taking heavy toll of the 
Confederates. The 42nd Georgia 
Regiment planned to knock it 
out. The command was given, 
and the regiment stormed across 
the fields towards the rapid-firing 


cannons. Archer continued his 
account: 


“When they had advanced to a 
certain point the Confederates 
raised the Rebel yell and charged 
bayonets right on to the battery. 
The fighting was terrific; hand 
to hand fighting, with butts of 
their guns, etc., was general 
around the battery. Finally the 
men who commanded the guns, 
routed and panic-stricken, fled 
and left their guns in the hands 
of the victorious Forty-second, 
Georgia. 


But General Logan, who com- 
manded a division of Western 
Federals, on hearing of the loss of 
their fine battery, addressed his 
men, telling them that it never 
would do to let Washington hear 
that the Rebels had their fine 
battery; to follow him, that he 
would retake it. Over behind a 
large clump of woods his division 
formed, and at the command 
charge, they came like a storm 
above the thunder of artillery and 
the rattle of musketry. You could 


._|hear the Yankee battle cry, 


‘Husa! Husa!’ etc. Astride a fine 
dapple gray horse, with hat in 
hand, he led his men. 
REBELS DEFEATED 

“Time and time again the lit- 
tle band of Confederates stood 
their ground, repulsing the blue 
lines of Logan’s Federals, only 
to see them rally again, and come 
with’ more men than ever. Final- 
ly after desperate hand-to-hand 
fighting, three or four to one, the 
Confederates had to give up and 
get away as best they could, leav- 
ing the guns again in the hands of 
the victorious Logan.

It 
was not long before ambulances 
and wagons rolled into the park 
by the dozen, and the wounded 
were hastily taken out and placed 
upon the tables.

“‘We don’t want people to be 
branded and we want to make 
a minimum of fuss and feath- 
ers ovér all the children,” Dr. 
Stephens said. 


Accelerated classes are used 
on the high school level for 
students with above average IQ, 
he said. 


Dr. Stephens says that a great 
deal of emphasis is put on 
personal adjustment of the child 
in the early grades. A child 
beginning school should learn 
“the rules of the game and 
learn to respect authority,” he 
believes. ‘The school has a re- 
sponsibility to see that the child 
is not a misfit. We place a 
greater emphasis on well round- 
edness in the _ elementary 
schools.” 


SYSTEM NOT FLAWLESS 

Dr. Stephens says the obejct 
of the Atlanta Board of Educa- 
tion is to “give the best edu- 
cation we can afford for all the 
children.” But Dr. Stephens 
doesn’t believe his system is 
flawless.

In a provocative session on 
New Possibilities in Nutrition 
Research, Dr. Eric K. Cruick- 
shank, Professor of Medicine 
at the University College of the 
West Indies; Kingston, Jamaica 
talked about the possible rela- 
tionships between nutrition and 
diseases involving nerves and 
muscles. He observed it has 
been recognized for centuries 
that muscle wasting and weak- 
ness was an early indication 
of under nutrition. Only re- 
cently have scientists been able 
to make some progress in un- 
derstanding how the process 
works. The muscle cells them- 
selves or the nerve tissue may

““Murtaugh lost 60 this year and the Pels won 90," Murtaugh 
said after the game. ‘‘Did you ever hear anything like that?” 


I never did. The Pels finished second and Murtaugh finished 
out of a job. But Joe Brown, then ‘general manager at New 
Orleans, was fully aware that Murtaugh had done an outstanding 
job. Brown bluntly stated that the man had ability to become a 
major league manager. 


—A Fitting Climax for Murtaugh 


Brown changed jobs, but his opinion remained the same. When 
Bobby Bragan was bounced in mid-stream in 1957, Brown installed 
Coach Murtaugh as the temporary pilot. The Pirates were doomed 
to seventh place, but they operated above a .500 level under Mur- 
taugh. 


Murtaugh was handed the reins for a full term the next season 
and was named manager of the year for bringing the Pirates in 
second. Now, at long last, the likeable Irishman has brought Pitts- 
burgh the pennant. 


“We'll be a contender if fellows like Bob Friend and Bill 
Mazeroski can come back and have good years,” Murtaugh 
said last spring in Fort Myers.” 


Well, the entire team had a good year. And Murtaugh isn’t 
being corny when he says that the success of the Pirates has re- 
sulted from “team effort.’”’ They've had the zip and spirit of a 
winning college football team all the way. And for the second time 
in three years, Murtaigh is a cinch to become manager of the year 
in the N.*L. More important, he'll be in the World Series and it 
couldn’t happen to a nicer guy.
